HOMES IN B. C. ARE BEING 
HEATED WITH SAWDUST 


Sawdust is now used in heating 
more than 15.000 homes and other 
buildings in British Columbia. This 


has come about since combustion en- 
gineers, in co-operation with the forest 
products laboratories of the Canadian 
Department of Mines and Resources, 
} de age methods of using sawdust for 
uel. 

Formerly regarded as wunavoidable 
waste, sawdust fuel now returns to 
mill owners thousands of dollars for a 
product previously sent to the refuse 
burners. The quantity of sawdust 
produced annually in Canada is esti- 
mated to be sufficient to cover 15 or 
20 city blocks to a depth of 100 feet. 

The rapid increase in the use of 
sawdust is one reason why the pro- 
duction of our coal mines are falling 
steadily.--Victoria Times.

gists. Yet prior to 1900 the develop- 
ment of oil producing areas was 
jlargely carried on without the assis- 
| tance of the geologist. 

The two great oil producing areas 
|}of the nineteenth century were the 
extensive Appalachian field of the 
|eastern United States and the Baku 
| district of Russia. 

The presence of oil in Baku was 
known in Biblical times, because of 
| the abundance of oil and gas seep- 
ages, one of which was on fire and 
considered then to be one of the 
wonders of the world. 

First wells in Pennsylvania were 
drilled near oil seepages. The 
seepages were small, and areas of 
production were soon found to ex- 
tend over large areas. 

Shortly after the discovery of the 
Spindletop field near the Gulf of 
Mexico in 1901, E. L. Doheney con- 
ceived the idea that the tar spots and 
asphalt deposits in Mexico repre- 
sented old, dried-up oil seepages. 

With this idea in mind he drilled 
at Ebano, about fifty miles west of

pheasants. gophers, etc.. and it can | 
cause the same trouble in humans. 

Mr. Scott then turned his atten- | 
tion to the cattle market. He said) 
that there has been a fairly steady 
reduction in the number of cattle 
across Canada the past two years. 

Fewer cattle are being fed in the 
East but more in the West. 

Touching on the hog industry, Mr. 
Seott said that hog production had 
been reduced of late and it was his 
opinion that both cattle and hog 
prices should be quite satisfactory 
for some time to come. 

The speaker pointed out that cattle 
shipped to the United States to go 
on farms had to stand the T.B. test 
before being allowed to enter. Under 
the act the Dominion government 
does the testing and the farmers are 
not called upon to pay a cent. 

Mr. Scott added that the provincial 
government is creating T.B. free 
areas in sections where 66 per cent 
of the farmers sign a petition asking 
for same. 

The speaker referred briefly to the 
recent organization of agricultural 
groups in Saskatchewan and southern 
Alberta. under which farmers dis- 
cuss their own troubles and try to 
find a way out. He advised the 
establishment of similar groups in 
this area. 

Discussing shipment of live stock 
from the Peace River, Mr. Scott said 
that only 20 per cent of the cattle 
were in the two top grades and 80° 
per cent were in the lower grades 
in 1937. Im the hog division rail 
grading was topping the old system. 
There was a decided improvement in 
the type of hogs produced in the 
Peace River, but there were still too 
many grading butcher. 

Mr. Scott advised construction of 
brooder houses so that sows could 
be farrowed in the off-season. 

In answer to a question, Mr. Scott 
said all hogs, whether on the rail or 
otherwise, were graded by govern- 
ment graders. 


Mr. Longman 

oO. S. Longman, Provincial Field 
Crops Commissioner, dealt very fully 
with the problem of soil erosion. He 
said wind and water were the chief 
agencies of destruction; that our soil 
is the absolute basis of all prosperity. 
and its welfare must be safeguarded 
by every means at our disposal. 

Eight million acres of the southern 

2 1 portion of the province 

. are now classified as unfit 
agricultural settlement. Within 
this extensive area one might say 
that in twenty years there had been 
thirteen crop failures. While such 
crop losses were disastrous, the real 
tragedy was the loss of human effort. 

The history of all agricultural | 
areas was much the same, and where 
tillage practices and overgrazing had 
gone to extremes the areas had be- 
come deserts. It could be summed | 
up by saying that in our own areas 
of drifting and erosion an appalling 
lack of the sense of stewardship was | 
apparent. The land was load with 
a mountain of debt, which would be | 
handed on to the rising generation. 
and they would have only depleted 


soil resources with which to meet 
such a debt burden. 
Mr. Longman appealed to all 


Peace River farmers not to wait 
until they were forced to adopt pre- 
ventive measures against erosion— 
now was the time to build up agri- 
cultural practices that would fore- 
stall such losses. 

By means of slides, Mr. Longman 
emphasized the importance of such 
preventive measures as adopted in 
the northwestern states, where mil- 
lions must now be spent to safeguard 
farming lands from the _ erosion 
menace. 

He next dealt with the possible 
infestation from grasshoppers, which 
entomologists advised might be ex- 
pected in this district next spring. 
While there was no necessity for 
serious alarm, everyone should feel 
it their duty to keep a close watch 
for an outbreak. The hoppers are 
the roadside species, which can be 
controlled by the timely spreading 
of poison bait along road allowances 
and strips of sod adjacent to grain. 


fields as soon as the young hoppers 
were observed to be active. 

In discussing seed markets for 
field inspected supplies, Mr. Long- 
man pointed out that a pro- 
duction of this class of seed had 
taken place in 1938 in practically all 
sections of the grain producing areas 
of Alberta. Marketing must depend 
on lecal absorption by farrners who 
required a better class of seed. A 
number of different agencies, such 
as seed growers’ associations, elevator 
companies and government depart-_ 
ments were doing everything pos- 
sible to advertise and urge the pur- 
chase of registered and certified seed 
supplies at present available. Further 
price adjustments might be necessary 
in order to dispose of the amounts 
held by growers. 

Mr. DeLong 


Illustrating an excellent lecture on 
the establishment of forage crops in 
the ferm rotation, George DeLong 
of the Lacombe Experimenta: Farm 
dealt extensively with the forage 
work being carried on at that institu- 
tion. 

He pointed out that, apart from 
the need for experimental data on 
tability of various forage crops, 
the Experimental Farm had a definite 
need for a large supply of both 
fodder and pasture for the live stock 
ier their care. This need had put 
forage production at Lacombe on a 
practical basis. In order to provide 

balanced ration, grass and legume 
mixtures were necessary. In some 
cases annual crops such as oats and 
rye were included in the mixture. A 
mixture would cure more easily, and 
there was less likelihood of bloating 
in live stock than when grass or 
clover was used alone. 

A point of special interest to many 
was the fact that many of the forage 
crops at Lacombe make their most 
successful growth if seeded between 
the first of June and August. This 
has the added advantage of elimin- 
ating much of the danger from early 
cutworm damage, and allowing the 
destruction of weed growth before 
the forage crop is seeded. Tame 
grasses and clovers made decidedly 
better forage than native pasture, 
and the legume crop improved soil 
fertility. Resultant grain yields were 
much higher in every case, providing, 
of course, that rainfall was sufficient

The continuation of the present 80 
|cent per bushel guarantee for wheat, 
,on a basis of 1 Northern Fort William, 
lis the recommendation finally made 
to the Dominion government by the 
Bracken conference. 

The conference also requested the 
government to consider the problem 
of those farmers who sold coarse 
grains, and the additional problems 
of those producers who at times suf- 
|fered from small or no yields. 
| Two objections have been raised 
jin eastern Canada to the present 80 
cent guarantee. First that it will 
jlead to an increase in wheat acreage. 
It has been shown, however, that 
/80 cents Fort William is still defin- 
itely below the cost of production 
jand therefore would hardly induce 
farmers to increase acreage. 
Secondly, that 50 million dollars, 
| which may be the cost of the plan, is 
a lot of money. I draw attention, 
| however, to the fact that the farmers 
of the West have been paying for 
many years a bonus, in the form of 
tariff protection of between 40 and 
5 illion dollars each year, to the 
manufacturers, mainly in the East. 

It is not, therefore, I suggest, 
unfair for western farmers, in their 
hour of extreme need, to uask for 
some compensation for the bonus 
jthey have paid to industry for so 
;many years past.
